The following is an extract from a recent de- 
bate on the Civil List, in the British House of 
Commons sitting in Committee of Supply. The 
speaker, Mr. Hume, makes it his business to 
ge into similar particulars on all similar occa- 
sions; and is usually laughed at for his pains. 
Mr. Pex, we remember, said, on one occasion, 
that his remarks were only fit for a tailor; and 
a parody on his manner of criticising ministerial 
extravagance is one of the most celebrated arti- 
cles in the Warreniana:—'‘ Mr. Hume said 
thers were one or two items undér this charge, 
against which he felt himself bound to express 
his most decided disapprobation. He objected 
altogether to placing such large sums at the dis- 
posel of the Crown, inasmuch as the House re- 
ceived no account of the expendituré. It was 
urged that Ministers expended those grants pon 
their responsibility; but, for his part, he had ne- 
ver been able to find out where the responsibility 
of Ministers resided, (hear, hear! and a laugh.) 
Fifty thousand pounds were put down in these 
estimates for only the Extraordinary Expenses 
of Ambassadors to Foreign Courts; £23,000 
were charged for the outfit of Ministers. One 
might imagine that there had been no Ministers 
appointed befere this year, the expeases of outfits 
were so large. It really seemed as if all the 
Ministers had been appointed at once. There 
was the outfit and equipage of Lord Erskine; 
that of Sir Brooke Taylor to Berlin was charged 
at 1,500/.; a similar sum was charged for the 
eutht of Colonel Desborough to Wirtemburgh; 
and, looking at these charges, he could not but 
say that he thought the sum of 23,600/., put 
down to Foreign Ambassadors, ought to be suffi. 
cient, without these extreordinary charges.— 
Twenty-four thousand pounds was the total 
sum charged for outfits: Lord Heytesbury had 
received 2500/., Sir Frederick Lamb bed receiv- 
ed 4000/., and Lord Rothsay 500/. Seventeen 
outfits were charged in one year. The next clauses 
he had to complain of were some trappings of 
royalty—baublee—enuff boxes. Whether the par- 
ties took snuff or not he could net tell, but this he 
knew, that the snuff-boxes were extremely expen- 
sive. The clauses for services of plate were very 
high. The clothing of the trumpeters and the 
band of the Life guards was 5,544/. this ought not 
to appear as a-civil charge, for it was a oulitary 
expenditure. The clothing of the trumpeters alone 
amounted to 798/. for one year. These persons 
were equipped more in the style of the stage 
than for military service, and whilst they appear- 
ed covered with gold, many who stared at them 
were in want of the necessaries of life. When 
he saw 100,000/. charged for chairs and tables 
for the Palade, and such charges for the trap- 
pings of trumpeters and heut-boy players, he 
thought it high time that ministers should take 
epon themselves to curtail such extravagance. 
The next item was a large expenditure for the 
ferniture of his Mejesty’s Royal Yacht. The 
expenses of the Royal Charlotte Yacht were 
put down at 1,554/. and the Sovereign Yacht at 
7341. Five Royal Yachts were now maintained, 
and it wee well known thet the King would 
never entet into one of them again. ‘There was 
the Admirality yacht, the Navy yacht, and the 
yachts at Plymouth, Portsmouth, and Chatham. 
The whole of the furniture for these was charged 
im this year at three thousand pounds. Thisser- 
vice Gught to be brought forward in one esti- 
mate, and then the people would know what 
they really paid for these extravagances.

There was 
the extraordinary charge of 8,332/, for the Com- 
missioners of Inquiry at the Cape of Good Hope, 
the Mauritius, and the Island of Ceylon. He 
wished to know when the Commission would be 
at an end, and when the Report would be laid 
before the House? It was a reproach to the 
House that sach Reports, when laid before the 
King, were not also brought before Parliament. 
When was the Commission to the West Indies to 
terminate its labours? The expenses of the mail- 
boat at the Bahamas was brought under this 
head of service, instead of being included in the 
Post Office or Colonial Accounts. There was a 
charge for the fees paid om the appointment of 
the President of the Board of Control. The 
charges in this office were political, without any 
reference to the good of the service. There was 
a charge of 3,626/. for money paid to the Com- 
missioners of Weights and Measures, which was 
much too large. Next came a charge of no less 
than 7,000/. for the witnesses examined before 
the Committee on the Disfranchisement of 
Penryn. When were they to have an end to the 
annual charge for supporting the Crown slaves 
at Demerara? If these slaves could not support 
themselves by their labour, they ought to be 
sold, and not maintained at the expence of the 
people of England. For the last ten years about 
2,000/. per annum had been charged for main- 
taining these few negroes.

Of the work of the latter 
every Philadelphian ought to feel proud; as im 
this city it originated, and here a second edition 
is now in the course of publication. 

Mr. Auduboa’s pictures may be very fine; but 
few persons, in this country, will place’ much re- 
liance on his history of the birds, who have seen 
or heard of his account of Rattlesnakes pour- 
suing grey squirrels to the tops of our largest 
trees!!! 

The New York writer is mistaken in his sup- 
position that Mr. Audubon’s work was necessary 
to complete this portion of our natural hisiory. 
‘He goes over the same ground previrusly occu- 
pied by Wilson, whose work is complete as far 
asit goes. Wilson gives nearly all the birds that 
are generally known, and it is to be regretted 
that any attempt to complete his unfinished work 
should be made by any one totally unacquainted 
with the habits and manners of our birds, and 
who, of course, must take this at second hand, 
and by making drawings from dried specimens, be 
very liable to error. 

Wilson’s AMERICAN ORNITHOLOGY is un- 
rivalled—and whilst we rejoice in the publica- 
tion of a new edition, at a price which will 
place it in the power of persons of moderate for- 
tunes, we regret that the title of his work is as- 
symed by others im a manner to lead many per- 
sons astray, who are desirous of possessing a 
history of the birds of the United States.

«* M. Audubon, a native of Louisiana, has un- 
dertaken, and is now execating, the most magni- 
ficent work ever ventured upon, we suspect, by 
individual enterprize. [It is an Ornithology of 
the United States, illustrated by some four hua- 
dred drawings, executed by himeelf, and all pre- 
senting the objects of the size of life. A copy 
of this work, as far as it is finished, is now at the 
sooms of the New York Lyceum, in the Institu- 
tion, where it may be seen at all hours. The 
grandeur of the work may be judged of when 
we say, that the plates are larger than the whole 
sheet opened and held sideways upon which this 
piper is printed. The wild Turkey—the Eagle, 
are thus represented in their full size and pro- 
portions, and with the greatest fidelity of color- 
mee The Ornithology of the United States has 
been very fortunate in its historians. The fist 
in this tareer, and stili unrivalied, and long to 
be 80, in the charm of his narrative and the in- 
timacy, if we may so say, which it displays with 
the habits, almost with the language, birds, 
was Wilson; and his work is unsurpassed for 
the reality and life which he imparted to his 
drawings. Charles Bonaparte, a Prince, who 
finds in the studies of nature more and en- 

tification than belongs tothe storm 
weeps Ler areaa of politics, has published y 
three volumes, in continuation, of Wiison; 
which, however meritorious, still want the fresh- 
ness of the first part. M. Aupupon’s work now 
comes to make this portion of the natural history 
of our country complete; and by its its tie- 
ish, and the identity, os to size and a of 
its subjects, puts all competition at defence. 
Nor is it by its birds that this work is entitled

ARCH STREET THEATRE. 

When the wine is in, the brains are out. —Old Play. 

At Mise Coremawn's benefit, on Monday 
evening, we had a scene very novel at this house, 
and perhaps one of the most extraordinary ever 
witnessed at any of our theatres. The Honey 
Moon had been substituted for the School for 
Scandal, on account, as was alleged, of Woop's 
indisposition. Ma. Roagats, who sustained 
the character of the mock duke, even while 
seated in his chair of state, discovered symptoms 
of merriment which did not beleng to the scene, 
the cause of which was evident when he rose 
and endeavoured to put his feet in motion, after 
the audience was ended. Whenever a gentle- 
man is seen to walk in curved iines, or to zig-zag 
‘a worm fences, then to retrograde a few steps, 
then all at once changing his mind, to strive to 
regain the ground he has lest, yet, crab-like, 
unable to go forward—depend upon it, that 
man, though he were an emperor, is intoxicated. 
I have no scurrilous terms in my vocabulary, and 
shall borrow none for this occasion. But this 
I will say—that the menacing attitude assumed 
by the actor, when a portion of the company 
expressed disapprobation of his conduct—his ai- 
tempts to brow-beat the audience, and his threats 
were, to speak mildly, highly indecorous. The 
best and only apology that can be made for 
them is a very bad one—that he was im liquor. 

We all have taults;andthis of Mr. Roperrs, 
though not the worst to which poor mortals are 
addicted, is bad enough in the most favourable 
view that can be taken ofit. 1, for one, should 
be willing to forgive it, if, on coming to his senses, 
he would make a proper apology; otherwise not, 
I respect a player as much as any man, provided 
he respects himself, and treats others with de- 
corum. I cannot help regretting this unlucky 
occurrence, as Ihave thought fav orably of Ro- 
BERTS as an actor; yet, as a frequenter of the 
theatre, 1 would much rather lose his services 
than pocket his affronts. When he threatened to 
punish this bommunity by withdrawing from the 
Philadelphia stage for ever, it did not seem to 
strike him that they can dispense with his acting 
at least as well as be can with their patronage. 

I have been induced to make these remarks, 
lest other statements, more severe, should pre- 
judice other cities against this popular actor, if 
he executes his threat of deserting us to try his 
fortune elsewhere. If he thinks that what I have 
said will aid bim in his expedition, he has my 
leave to use it, wherever he goes, as a letter of 
recommendation; and much good may it do him. 

And now a word. on Miss Copemawn’s per- 
formance of the termegant Duchess of the Ho. 
néy Mvoen. This young lady, who is among the 
tallest of her sex, has obviously amended those 
faults of department which | took occasion to 
point out in my first notice of her. She is still, 
however, deficient ia this respect, and must en- 
deavour to improve. I think, as 1 did at first, 
that she has fair pretensions to rank, at no dis- 
tant day, among the best of our actreeses, if not 
led astray by those extravagant and unmeaning 
encomiums, which generally seem to be the 
productions of these whe know no more 
about the matter than the boy tha’ sweeps the 
stage. Ifshe will take a word of advice, she 
will apply herself diligently against the fall cam- 
paign; and study a few new characters, choosing 
those which suit ber turn, without regard to 
their rank in the green-room. Notwithstanding 
the prejudices of many empty-head actors and 
actresses, a performer acquires much more 
credit by playing a second part well, than by 
coming haif way up to a first rate. 

One word of the Duke fransa and his repre- 
sentative, Ma. 8S. Cuarman, and I have done. 
It was said of a certain English actor, fond of 
figuring, in spite of nature, in genteel comedy, 
that he was a gentleman every where but on 
the stage. I would apply the remark to Ma. 
Cuarman, if I were sure that he would not 
take it as an awkward compliment. He is not, 
nor can he ever be, qualified for this line. With. 
eat other obstacles, of which there are many, 
his personal appearance alone would disqualify 
him.

At 
the commencement of hia life be was a trading 
jeweller between Paris and Rome; he then be- 
came a banker, and had several transactions 
with the State. When Napoleon returned from 
his unfortunate expedition to Egypt, he sent 
his private Secretary to Torlonia to demand the 
loan of 40,000 crowns, which the wily banker 
deemed it, although a very great risk, not pru- 
dent to refuse. It was, however, afterwards re- 
paid. Torlonis frequeatly lent large sums of 
money to the different Popes when the State was 
embarrassed, and more particularly to Pius VII. 
by whom he was raised to the dignity of a Duke. 
All his speculations turned out most fortunate- 
ly. After the peace of 1814, when Rome be- 
came the favourite residence of the English, his 
wealth increased rapidly, as he not only became 
their agent and banker, but also built immense
